Restaurant Group, City of Fairfax 
Commission on the Arts Public Art 
Committee, and city staff selected 
local artists Dave Barr and Gabe 
Brown. “It’s been a team effort 
between Cultural Arts and EDO from 
the beginning,” said Megan DuBois,

cultural arts manager for the city.  

Barr’s mural, Selfie Spot, reads 
“Wish You Were Here” in bold, colorful 
graphics. “It’s eye-catching and playful 
and something we’ve all said to some-
one before,” said Barr. “The goal is to 
contribute to the cultural soul of the  
city, to inspire people to visit Draper’s, 
visit Fairfax, and to engage with the  
artwork. Art should be for everyone.”

Brown’s mural, A Postcard from 
Fairfax City, offers a warm greeting 
from the city to passing pedestrians 
and motorists, with a nod to the city’s 
schools, restaurants, youth sports, 
music and arts scene, and relationship 

to George Mason University. “I wrote 
down a vision statement earlier this 
year to make Fairfax beautiful for 
everyone, and a big part of that is 
public art,” said Brown. “This is my 
love letter to all the people of the city.”

n	 	Driveway Shoveling Tip — Pile 
snow off the street, to the left of 
the driveway (facing the driveway 
from the street). If possible, wait  
to shovel the driveway apron until 
after plows clear your street (and 
in front of your driveway) to  
avoid shoveling any snow unin-
tentionally moved by plows.

n	 	Clear Hydrants — Please clear  
a 3-foot area around your neigh-
borhood fire hydrants so fire- 
fighters can access it immediately 
in an emergency.

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Dale Lestina Receives 
Fairfax Award, Part 2

Solving the highway noise 
problem was no easy task. 
Lestina chaired the I-66 
Citizens Coalition, which 

consisted of 21 civic associations 
from both sides of the highway 
between Route 50 to the Beltway. 
Lestina’s eight-year leadership 
eventually led to new sounds walls 
that reduced traffic noise for his 
neighbors, but it took playing an 
audio recording of cacophonic traffic 
noise at a City Council meeting and 
a congressman threatening to with-
hold state highway funding to get it 
done. “That opened the floodgates,” 
said Lestina. The victory cemented 
his neighborhood as a force to be 
reckoned with. Mosby Woods has 
remained protected from encroach-
ment during the recent widening 
project. “Our pool is still where it is,” 
Lestina said with a sly smile. 

“Never give up, never give up,” 
said Lestina. “Just keep at it. That’s 
been my style all through my athletic 
days. You never give up. You just

keep working away.”
In the early 1990s, then-Mayor 

John Mason asked Lestina to chair 
the Fairfax 2020 Commission. The 
commission was tasked with charting 
a long-term vision for the city and lay-
ing out priorities for City Council to 
consider. The commission included 
112 residents assigned to 12 commit-
tees with specific focus areas: eco-
nomic development, land use, 
George Mason University relations, 
environment, community appearance, 
housing, education, social services, 
parks and recreation, public facilities, 
and the City Charter. A final report 
laid out the commission’s findings, 
and committee chairs presented their 
recommendations at Old Town Hall. 
“Everything in the city today has roots 
in that report,” said Lestina. 

Notable recommendations that 
were acted on by succeeding City 
Councils include refurbished schools; 
redevelopment plans for Northfax, 
Fairfax Circle, and Kamp Washing-
ton; and the creation of the Economic 

Development Authority. 
Among his many contributions to 

the city, Lestina served on the city’s 
Economic Development Authority for 
17 years, including 12 years as 
chair (1998-2010). Under his leader-
ship, the EDA created the Mason 
Enterprise Center, established a 
Business Development District 
along Fairfax Boulevard, and sold 
$45 million in bonds for the redevel-
opment of Old Town and construc-
tion of the regional library. 

Lestina and Bonita, who met at 
university, were married for 61 years 
before she passed away in 2020. 
Where Dale supported government 
functionality, Bonita supported arts in 
the city. She was a distinguished art 
copyist at the National Gallery of Art 
(the walls of their home are covered 
with her stunning paintings) and a 
talented Julliard School-trained pia-
nist and vocalist. Bonita taught music 
students in their home. “I would 
come home and have live music 
after work. I’d sit down in the living 
room and listen to either the piano 
playing or someone singing and so 
forth,” Lestina recalled fondly. “Some-
times they would surprise me and 
they’d put on performances for me 
as an audience of one.”

Bonita started the Bonita Lestina 
Old Town Hall Performance Series in

Fairfax City, which continues to 
entertain city residents with a variety 
of free concerts every year. Remem-
bering the early years of the perfor-
mance series, Lestina said, “It got to 
be quite something. If people didn’t 
get there early enough, they couldn’t 
get in. The fire marshal wouldn’t let 
them in. The place was packed!” 
Even during the pandemic, attend-
ance at in-person series concerts 
remains high.

In 1988, Mosby Woods Park was 
renamed Dale Lestina Park. The 
park had been an open-air drug mar-
ket before Lestina and George Sny-
der created Block Watch to put a 
stop to criminal activity there. 

Lestina, who remains an active 
and respected civic leader, serves 
as the president of the Fairfax 
Renaissance Housing Corporation, 
an organization that provides 
affordable home improvement loans 
to city residents. He and his wife 
renovated their home around the 
millennium, and it occurred to him 
that it would “be nice if other folks 
had an avenue to do the same kind 

of thing.” The program has resulted 
in more than $24 million in loans for 
more than 260 projects in city 
homes. “Curb appeal affects your 
house,” explained Lestina. “If you’ve 
got houses that do have not have 
curb appeal, they lessen the value 
of your home, and the trick is to 
keep the whole street up.”

Lestina continues to look for ways 
to make a difference in his commu-
nity. He starts his day by looking in 
the mirror and asking, “What will I do 
today?” Last year he participated in 
the Connecting Fairfax City for All ini-
tiative, in which he said he learned a 
lot about Virginia’s history since the 
Civil War. 

He recognizes that new people 
are moving into the city all the time, 
people who are busy making a living 
and who may not prioritize civic par-

ticipation. To them he would say, 
“Learn the issues. Get involved. The 
system exists for change, but it won’t 
change if you’re not involved. If 
you’re not involved, you can’t crab 
about what happens. Don’t get 
caught into thinking I am so darn 
busy I couldn’t do anything more. 
Well, you can. Look at our commu-
nity, our governance structure, the 
issues being decided by City Council. 
You’ve got to do that if you want to 
keep the kind of city you’re living in 
right now.”
